Q. Can you explain how the MOVEMENTDAO would actually perform 

the voting function? 

a. Yeah, voting would happen in a decentralized way, where you 

would go to a web page hosted on move Dot XYZ. You would 

connect your wallet, which would verify how many MOVE tokens 

you'd owned; and then you'd be able to click on the interface 

which votes you wanted to cast, which proposals you wanted to 

approve, and what other actions that you were in favor of 

taking. 

g. Is there a platform that MOVEMENTDAO would use or 

contemplated using to perform these voting actions? 

A. MOVEMENTDAO is supposed to have a blockchain-based approach 

to voting, that was also integrated with snapshot for 

recordkeeping. Snapshot is a centralized, basically -- it's a 

software voting system. 


Q. SO, aS some of the largest contributors to the projects, 


what was your 16 million dollars supposed to get you once the 


project launched? 
a. Well, it was supposed to get us -- when the project 


launched, we were supposed to get MOVE tokens. 
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g. And based on your contribution, the size of your 
contribution, how much voting power would that have given you? 
a. We would have a vast majority of voting power, which gave
